BASIC- ABSTRACT: 

Sterilisation of a brew (I), comprises chilling (I) at below -70 pref. lower than 
-140 deg.C-Pref. (I) is filtrated through a membrane- filter of pore dia. 0.45 
microns or smaller and then treated by above method. After chilling the sake should 
be preserved at about -25 deg . C for 10 days. 

Method relates to sterilisation of (I), a Japanese sake . Traditionally, sake is 
pasteurised by heating at 70 deg.C, but it detracts from the flavour and taste of 
the raw sake . Recently, ultrafiltration has been used to remove microorganisms from 
sake ■ The ultrafiltration can remove relatively large germs, e.g. yeast, etc., but 
ultrafiltration using a membrane having pores fine enough to remove small bacteria, 
also removes colloidal proteins, the essential component to reveal the specific 
taste and flavour of sake . New method does not suffer these problems. 
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
